They -take a f ive_»*n 
crew, and are equipped with a light machine gun on the foredeck. They 
are able to transport about forty men and equipment . Decks featee been 
constructed on the boats by the Poles. These vessels are used by the WOP 
in patrolling! 1 the coast, and iru miscellaneous duties in port . They are 
‘ not seaworthy during heavy winds. Or storms at sea since they are flat-

These vessels 'are simple fishing cutters which have been equipped withone 
heavy and one light machine gun. 

The fleet of the 4th W0P Brigade is scattered throughout the; small harbors 
in the Gdansk area,- beginning with the harbor at Katy Rybackie^on the Polish- 
Soviet, frontier, and including Nowy Port (Gdansk), Sopot (Zoppot), Gdynia 
Hel, Wladyslawowo, and Leba. Patrol of these harbors is the responsibility of 
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tiie 4th. Brigade * 

Sailors assigned to WOP ships wear naval uniforms -with the inscription 
¥o- jekowa 0ehrona ;Rogranicza . WOP ships fly the OTme flag that Is^used 
by the Polish Navy, but the f lag has f.m gr#en edge, since green is the color 
which designates WOP units .
